Tho second vf the series. of Tulerpork 
matchos “was . played - at the Cricket 
Ground thia morning; -the contending sides 
being the Straits and Shanghai. ‘The 


Woodroffe. ‘There was a ' remorkablu 
diffarenee in the appoaranee of tho two 
tenms, the Bhanghai leven being: cout- 
posed for the mut part of youngsters. In 
tho toss Farbridge bested Capt. Talbot, 
and Shanghai alected to bat. With, ona 
or tio exceptions they did not. give 
a remarkable display ‘at ‘tha wicket, 
This was perhaps partially due to the 
respect inspired by tho appoarance .of the 
Straita against Hongkong, but it was tileo 
unquestionbly duc to the inexperience of 


somé of the youthfal players when opposed 
te tricky bowling. _Besidos, the wicket
